Legislative Bill 753 would amend § 81-2001 to irase the current requirements for eligibility
as the Superintendent of Law Enforcement and P@alfety of the Nebraska State Patrol.

Currently, Nebraska law requires four years of émfiorcement experience to be eligible for
appointment by the Governor to the position of Simpendent of Law Enforcement and Public
Safety. LB 753 would raise the requirements to:

A bachelor’s degree from an accredited collegenivarsity;

At least fifteen years of law enforcement experé&nc

At least five years of management experience indafercement; and

A certificate of successful completion of commaiffiicer training offered by a
nationally recognized program.
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The Nebraska State Patrol’s duties, responsils)ib@d personnel have increased greatly since
the current requirement was put in place many yagos These new requirements would more

closely align with current national standard trefatssimilar positions, and reflect the necessary
experience needed to manage the growing respatisf the Nebraska State Patrol.
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
